dramatic testa on 55,000 U. S. 
children this summer and last. 
They, took the experimental shot* 
—and each got a lollipop to dry 
his tears from the ahock of * a 
needle. 


Say It Saved 6* 


Scientists credited the shots with 


saving 82 children from polio fe 
towns with raging* epidemics. 


Then an drawbacks to this 


preventative. It la .not a vaccine. 
It protect! about five week*, may- 
be more.u By no mean* la it the 
final or best answer to halt polio. 


But U could stop localized polio 


epidemic*, caving many children, 
even adults, from paralysis. 


This great stride waa announced 


by Dr. William M. D. Hammon of

Month; Chiefs Issue Warnings 


The leaves and other dried vegetation about your 


home constitute a fire trap. 


That was the essence of warnings issued again today 


by City Fire Chief Gail Keyser and Rural Chief John 
Quest.. 


They warn that a tossed cigaret or an attempt to 


burn the leaves during a high wind could bring destruc- 
tion to property and possible loss of life. 


They point to 38 fire alarms already this month— 


17 in the city and 21 of them in rural fire protection dis- 
trict as proof that the Dixon area is a veritable tinder 
box. 


Only 1/1000 of *n inch of rain has fallen this month, 


leaving the woodlands and even your backyard as danger 
spots.Firemen say that the best thing to do if the winds 
prevent safe burning of the leaves is to sack them or 
rake them into a pile and moisten them. They also make 
good mulch for next summer's garden, they advise. 


Rural Chief Q»fsl points to the conflagration near 


Savanna the other day as an example of what could 
happen if a cigaret is carelessly tossed—say—in Lowell 
park. 


Police Commissioner C. L. Ballard and Mayor Wil- 


liam Slothower also issued warnings at the city council 
meeting last night. 


Mayor Slolhower said that burning of leaves on as- 


phalt surfaced streets is punishable by a fine. Ballard 
added that grass fires provide good "practice" for the 
firemen but are dangerous when the day is windy.

Rising insurance Costs Make Traffic 


Accidents a 'Luxury' 


Automobile accidents—like steaks, mink coats and six 


suits in the closet—are getting priced right into the luxury 
class. Only the well-heeled can afford to have them. 


Steadily rising accident figures, boosting the already ap- 


palling traffic toff, are skyrocketing both collision and lia- 
bility insurance costs almost to the prohibitive level. 


Hardest hit .by the more expensive insurance probably 


will be the hot-rod boys; with the flying foxtails and the 
clip-on, metal white sidewalls, who buy their gas by the 
quart.

The cost of adequate insurance to these lads is a good- 


sized chunk of the total cost of their cars. But optimists in, 
the vehicular traffic field believe the rising costs of insur- 
ance may eventually, impart to the hot-rodders an idea which 
traffic safety experts' have been trying vainly to get across 
for years. 
. 


The idea is that only by each individual driver equipping 


himself with a new, safe-and-sane set of driving habits are 
we ever going to curb a spiraling accident rate which already 
Is claiming 37,300 lives a year, injuring 1,300,000 others, and 
causing untold millions in property damage. 


While the hot-rod boys, with their speeding and swerv- 


ing and general daredeviltry, are obvious targets in any 
traffic safety reform, many of the rest of us are dangerous 
drivers in various ways. And we, too, unless we own more 
automobile stock than we do automobiles, will feel increas- 
ingly the pinch of rising insurance costs. 


For instance, the Association of Casualty and Surety 


Companies points out that stock insurance companies have 
had to request boosts, in their liability rates twice, by sub- 
stantial sums, since the spring of 1951. 


This was result!, the ACSC says, of $100 million losses 


by stock insurance companies on their automobile liability 
business in 1951. In the last six years the same companies 
say they have lost approximately $200 million on this type 
of business. 


On top of this must be considered the big increases in 


collision insurance. 
• • • 


Bad driving habits are probably the biggest cause of the 


high insurance rates. But there are other factors involved. 
One, of course, is the general inflation which has upped 
garage repair and replacement costs. 


Insurance companies also claim that sympathetic juries 


in certain parts of the country are awarding too much in 
accident damage claims, and that this is upping insurance 
costs. 


But certainly the greatest field for reducing accident 


damage costs is by having fewer accidents. And that can 
best be accomplished by improved driving habits. 


There may, indeed, come a happy day when public cen- 


sure—springing from a pocketbook conscience, if nothing 
else—will force the road hogs, the daredevils and the gen- 
erally incompetent drivers either to obey the rules or stop 
driving.

.Worry About Sleeplessness 
Is Likely to Make It Worse 


The mote one worries about 


sleeping poorly, the worse the sit- 
uation is likely to become. One 
reader, who says he is 50 years 
old, asks if there is any remedy 
for chronic sleeplessness apart 
from taking pills. 
* 


He says as a rule he does not 


find it difficult to fall asleep when 


goes to bed, but after three or 


four hours he awakens, and then 
les awake for several hours \intll 
shortly before it is time to get up, 
when he feels he would like to fall 
asleep again. 


This la a common form of sleep- 


less ness. There is certainly rea- 
son to believe that worry Is one of 
the principle causes of bad sleep- 
ing. Actually, Jhere have been 
some experiments which indicate* 
that any emotion, whether It is 
pleasurable or. the opposite, inter- 
feres with normal sleep. 


Assuming that this 


is often correct, one 


explanation 
method of 


dealing with sleepleoness becomes 
at once apparent. 


This is to avoid anything of an 


exciting nature before going to 
bed: quarreling, thinking over 
business affairs, too-exciting mov- 
ies, radio, or television programs, 
or, in fact anything which causes 
an emotional upset. 


Many people who complain of 


insomnia sleep better than they 
think they do. They may be wake- 
ful for short periods two or three 
times during the night, but really 
get all the sleep they need. 


Often they make things worse by 


worrying about not sleeping. This 
is unnecessary, as most people can 
get nearly as much rest for the

It's Easy to Play Cut-Throat 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


More readers keep asking about 


the rules of Cut-Throat Canasta, so 
I'll repeat the Important pointers. 


The game Is for three people. 


Each player is dealt thirteen cards. 
When you draw from the stock pile 
you take two cards at a time, but 
you discard only one card.' Hence 
your hand tends to grow bigger 
all the time. Game is 7500 points, 
and the rules for the initial meld 
are the same as in regular Canas- 
ta. 


You can meld from your hand 


to begin with, out it's foolish un- 
less you can meld out your entire 
hand (concealed). The player who 
first picks up the discard pile 
scores all by himself, and the oth- 
,er two automatically become part- 
ners against him for that hand. 


When two players become part- 


ners, they keep their melds to- 
gether, and they score together in 
exactly the same way that two 
partners meld and score in regular 
four-handed Canasta. 


If one of them melds out, they 


both get full credit for all melds— 
less the amount left in the hand of 
the partner who did not rneld out. 
If the lone player melds out, both 
partners lose the full amount of 
their combined hands! 


The only meld that the two part- 


ners do not share Is the credit for 
red threes. Each player always 
scores separately for his own red 
threes. 


The scorepad has three columns, 


one for each player. At the end of 
a hand, the lone wolf (if there was 
one for that hand) gets credit for 
his score, and the two partners 
each get the same amount in their 
•enajau columns. 


When one of the partners wishes 


to meld out, he must ask for per- 
mission1* to do so. If refused, ] he 
must continue; but he need riot ask 
permission again if he wishes to 
meld out later on. The lone player 
has no partner and therefore never 
asks for permission to meld out 


The most Important pointer, to 


remember when you try the g-ataM 
is that two partners' playing flP 
gether can almost always pile Jup 
a score of more than a thousand 
points. Hence you don't become the 
lone player (thus taking on $wo 
opponents at once) unless you can 
get enough from the discard iile 
to give you a meld of about a thou- 
sand points likewise. It's fun to J be 
the Jone player, but there's no use 
in butting your nead against a 
stone wall.

Last 
year they showed an average of 
5.5 segments a bear.

be more severe than any of the 
past four.
